WISE. AND SILVER RESIGN 


U.S. Zionist Emergency Council 
Storm 


‘Dr. Stephen S. Wise and-Dr. Abba Hille! Silver 
(states a J.T.A. report from New York) last week 
ammounced theit resignation as co-Chairmen of the 
American Zionist Emergency Council, following a 
stormy all-night sesston of the Counci!. 

Although it has been known for a long time that 
the Council has been suffering from miernal strife, 
it had not been expected that the differences would 
reach the pomt where Dr, Wise on the one side, 
and Dr. Silver on the other, would’ resign. 

The two resignations, it is pointed out in informed 
quarters, can by no means be taken-as expressing 
solidarity between the two Icaders. On the contrary, 
they are due to rivalries between them, especially 
with regard to Zionist tactics in Washington. While 
Dr. Silver had worked to reach the point where 
the two Congressional foreign. affairs commuttees 
were ready to pass the Palestine resolution, Dr. 
Wise agreed with the State Department's request to 
shelve the resolution for the time being. _ 

During the all-fight session of the Emergency 
’ Council, Dr. Silver, in a two-hour speech, reported 
on the latest Zionist developments in Washingion, 
and resigned when the Council passed 2 resolution 
urging the election of a new administrution of the 
Council: The Mizrachi, Zionist Labour, and Mr. 
Louis. Lipsky fully supported Dr. Silver. : 

All the representatives of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America and of Hadassah voted for new 
ciections, 

Z.O.A. members everywhere consider it to be more 
a case of personal friction between Dr. Silver and 
the Z.0.A. leadership than a Zionist political neces- 
sity. Zionist meetings are being held all over the 
country to discuss it. The average feeling is that 
the split is harmful and that acceptance of Dr. 
Silver's resiggation might be interpreted in 
ton as Zionist approval of the deferring of the 
Palestine resolution, since it was Dr. Silver who 
fought against the deferment.

Switzerland an Example 
for Palestine 


The necessity of lowering the cost of liv 


Palestine in order to promote the industria) develop- 
ment of ithe country and to open new merketis [o: 
its manufactured goods was stressed by Dr. Wer 
mann and other speakers at the biennial genera! 
meeting ol the Assoctation of Jewish Industrialist 
held recently in Tel-Aviv 

Dr. Weizmann paid a great tribute to Palestine : 
industry for its contribution to the war ecflo: 
“Industry here has comparatively done more im this 
respect than bigger, richer. and more developed 
countries,” he said. 

Stressing the need of a paittiess transition trom 
war-time to peace-time production and the acguisi- 
tion of new markets. Dr. Werzmann called tor close 
co-operation between the Palestif Government 
industry, and labour. “ We need a bie Alivah and 
wide-scale mdustry to absorb it,” Dr. Weizmann 
declared. “ There are people who argue thai in- 
dustrial development is impossible in Palestine 
because of the lack of local raw materials. How- 
ever, Switzerland is in the same position and never- 
theless her industrial products are spread all over 
the world because the Swiss are hichly skilled and 
experienced and aspire to produce goods of the 
highest quality. We can do the same, having stich 
good traming and living m a country situated on 
mportant cross-roads of world trailk Engiand’s 
post-war industry will concentrate on the African 
Continent, which is rich in raw miatertals, and we, 
too, Ought to get our share of them.’ 

Dr. Weizmann concluded by stating that the fere- 
most needs of Palestine industry were, first, a lowe 
cost of living, secondly, normal relations detween 
industry and Labour; and thirdiy, free access to 
raw materials and measures to facilitate ther mmpor! 

Mr. Arich Shenkar. President of the Lodustrialisis’ 
Association, Dr. Emil Shmorak, head of the Jewish 
Agency Department for Trade and Indusiry, Mr 
Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of the Jewish Agency, 
and Mr. Crosbie, Chairman of the Palestine Was 
Economic Board. also spoke.

RUSSIAN SUCCESS STORY 


Poor Jewish Boy’s Brilliant Career 


Yeshia Bikhovsky, like most Jews under the 
Tsarist regime, was desperately poor. He lived 
in the town of Shostka, in the Ukraine, where his 
son Abraham was born. : 

Shostka was a well-known garrison town and 
boasted one of the oldest military plants in Russia, 
a gunpowder factory. As this was a State enterprise, 
Jews were forbidden to work in it. They. were not 
even admitted as unskilled labourers. 

The future for young Abraham appeared very 
bieak. He found himself a job in the timber yards 
where he toiled for five years. When not at work 
he studied at home, : ae 

Then came the October Revolution which broke 
down all barriers and threw open the factory gates 
to Jews. Bikhovsky was taken on at the Shostka 
gunpowder plant, and in his spare time studied 
at a technical school. 

After a time he entered the Chemical-Techno- 
logical Institute. still combining work with study. 
By the time he graduated, he was already manager 
of the mechanical shop in the gunpowder plant. 

Bikhovsky next spent some years working in 
various factories on the Voiga and in the Urals. He 
was then appointed Director of the Shostka plant 
ahd was awarded the Order of Lenin and the Order 
of the Red Banner for hts services. 


Director of Artillery Plant 


Shortly before the war broke out, Bikhovsky was 
made Director of the Molotov Artillery plant, one 
of the oldest factories in the country. Under his 
guidance the plant expanded considerably, pro- 
ducing during the war years eleven times more guns 
than during the entire period wf the First World 
War. The plant was commended three times by the 
Government. 

The Government, in appreciation of Bikhovsky’s 
invaluable war service, conferred upon him the title 
of Hero of Socialist Labour, and awarded him a 
second Order of Lenin and the Hammer and Sickle 
Gold Medal. 

A telegram sent by Marshal Stalin to the Molotov 
plant on October 21, 1944, on its eightieth anni- 


versary, congratulating the factory chiefs, workers, | 


and engineers. said: “ In the difficult conditions of 
war, the plant ha introduced the latest production 
methods and has created new and powerful artillery 


weapons, to supply the needs of the Red Army.”

THE THREAT TO EUROPEAN 
CIVILISATION 


Individual Rights and Liberties 
Must be Restored 


Viscount Templewood, who, as Sir Samwue! Hoare 
spent four-and-a-half years as British Ambassador 
in Madrid, made his maiden speech in the House of 
Lords tast week, in moving a resolution “ that the 
unifying forces in Europe stand in urgent need of 
strengthening and in particular that every European 
citizen should be ensured of certain fundamenta! 
rights and liberties without which European civilisa- 
tion cannot survive.” 

Speaking of his experiences in Spain. he said the 
Germans had great influence in the police They 
had great influence in the press, and though Spain 
was not militarily occupied, for those carly years 
of the war Spain was morally occupied. “1 hed 
many instances in my own experience of this kind 
of non-military occupation,” he said. “1 had the 
Gestapo living in the next house looking over the 
wall between me and them watching ewery one of my 
movements. I had the Gestapo constantly trying to 
subora my domestic sfaff. 1 saw the Gestapo taking 
photographs when a riot was stirred up for the 
ve ote of breaking the windows of the British 

mbassy. I saw what was more sinister. how from 
time to time the Gestapo would seize some man 
and woman in Spanish territory and take them ove: 
the froniier where they might be tortured or be 
done to death in one of the occupied countrics 

*“ When the final count is made against the Nazi 
tegime,” he added, “1 believe that great though 
the material devastation of Europe migit' be, pos- 
terity will say that the worst German crime was the 
studied destruction of all the moral values of 
Furope.”’ 

He referred to the effect of fear of German 
aggression in a country where for four years they 
had a German army upon the frontier. He also 
said: “ { talked to scores of refugees who had come 
through Spain direct from Germany and [I have 
realised the terrible strength of this fear—the fear 
that a.man's wife and children may be tortured 
and the fear, even worse, that the man himself will 
not have the strength of mind or the physical 
endurance to be able to face the German tortures 
I have seen some of our: bravest supporters in the 
occupied countries, men and women-—ihe women 
just as fine as the men-——who have faced these 
terrible dangers, and they have said to me * What 
made us most fearfui was the fear that if the Gestapo 
got us we could not physically and mentally with- 
stand the tortures that would be eflected upon us. ~ 

In outhning the conditions for a revival wn bu ope, 
he stressed the need that Europe must be fed, having 
seen something of the need of urgent relief measures 
in Spain. “ We have had from 15,000 to 16,000 
refugees on our hands in the last few years,” he said 
and suggested that it was better to act, even though 
they could not act upon a watertight comprehensive 
plan, rather than to delay and lei these men, women, 
and children drift on to the verge of starvation 

Among the steps to be taken for restoring civilisa- 
tion, he concluded, was that there must be no 
racialism. 

Viscount Samuc!l, who followed, said that on 
Yarious occasions of crisis in this country had 
been necessary to suspend the habeas corpus act 
and our Regulation 1t88 at the present time’ would 
certainly not conform, he was alraid, to the prin- 
ciples that Lord Templewood had lately been advo 
cating. “Indian revolullonary movements in 
Bengal, accompanied by assassination, have had to 


‘ be suppressed by some arbitrary measures: and at 


this moment in Palestine, it has been indispensabie 
to take somewhat arbitrary measures to arrest sus- 
pects and to confine them under restraint.” 

Lord Samuel's point was that we must at this siage 
in the history of Europe set ourselves to bring in the 
spiritual forces: and not only that vague religion 
of humanity which in the modern wor td, to a great 
degree; governed men’s minds and influenced thei: 
actions, bui also the great organised religions. He 
spoke of the Three-Faith declaration issued in 
America in October, 1943. over the signatures of 143 
of the leaders of the Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish 
Faiths. A few months afterwards the Council of 
Christians and Jews in Great Britain issued a state- 
ment warmly welcoming that declaration on the 
conditions of world peace, and found itself in 

eneral agreement with the principles therein laid 


wn. 

Lord Samuel concluded: “ Valuable as the diffu- 
sion of the principles of Magna Carta are, there 
is needed something more fundamental, more unt- 
versal, more transcendental, if we are to create 
the right atmosphere in which the world’s statesmen 
may meet after the war to frame a better order for 
Europe and for mankind.” 

The Government spokesman in the debate was 
Viscount Cranborne. One of his statements was 
that so long as Germany remained what she was 
now, an international homicidal maniac, she would 
have to be kept in a strait-jacket. “ There is no 
alternative if civilisation is to survive,”’ he said.

INTENSE FIRE 
“Finest Traditions of the Service” 


The Military Medal has been. awarded to Pie 
David Solomon Weiss. R.C.A.M.C.- Pte Weiss. 
whose mother, Mrs. D. Weiss, now lives at Minot 
N. Dakota, U.S.A... was formerly resident in Winni- 
peg and served af one ume in a Manitoba Armoured 
Regt. The citation accompanying his award states: 

‘ Private Weiss was serving with his field ambulance when 
information was received that there were several scriousty 
burned casualties in a battalion areca. Private Weiss volun- 
teered to go as ambulance orderly with an ambulance jecp 
in an attempt to evacuate them. At a company headquarters 
which was under heavy shellfirc. it was learned that the 
casualties were with a forward section. The trip to the 
section necessitated driving over a narrow trail that was under 
observation by the enemy and was being subjected to heavy 
mortar and shell fire. 

** Private Weiss's duty did not require him to go further 
forward, but with no thought of his personal safety and 
complete disregard for the danger involved, he insisted that 
he should go forward in an attempt to evacuate the casualtics 
so that they could receive urgently needed medical attention 
Leaving the jcep in a relatively safe position behind a house. 
Private Weiss with a icep driver crawled 200 yards up a hill 
to the section which was pinned down under heavy small- 
arms fire and mortar fire. ‘Three seriously burned casualtics 
were located and first-aid treatment was administered. 
Evacuation was impessible for one half-hour, due to the 
intense smaii-arms fice. but finally, during a slight bull, the 
three casualties were carried out to the jeep and transporicd 
back to a medical centre. 

“ This magnificem display of courage and initiative and 
remarkable exhibition of coolness and beavery by Private 
Weiss upholds the finest traditions of the Medical Service ia 
action.”

LAND OF PROMISES 
Jews Must Rely on Themselves 


Speakers at a public meeting convened by the 
Barcai Zionst Society last week at the Cricklewood 
Synagogue Hall, Walm La_.c, N.W., urged the Jewish 
people not to rely too much upon the promises ol 
world statesmen m regard to Palestine, but to rely 
upon their own efforts in building up the country. 

Mr. B. B. Lieberman, who presided, said that that 
mecting had been convened under the siogan 
“ Palestine, Land of Promise.” That accurately 
expressed several aspects of the Palestine problem. 
First, the ordinary meaning of that phrase was one 
which occurred to them—namely, that Palestine was 
the land which Wad been promised to them by 
Providence and which consequently had formed the 
subject of their prayers and ardent hopes ever since 
they were driven from i. 

Another aspect was the promise to them before, 
during, and after the last war by the statesmen of! 
the world. But they could not rely on them because 
promises given by statesmen, when it came to tm- 
plementation, would be hedged around by all sorts 
of difficulties. 

When they realised what Jews had done in 
Palestine. that it was a land of promuse because i! 
held out for them vast potentialities, then they saw 
that it was from that aspect that their salvation would 
come’ They must rely upon their own efforts, and 
it was because Zionists believed in Palestine iseif, 
without reference to what others could do, that nt 
held for them the only promise of Jewish happimess. 

Mr. Moshe Yubal said recent events in the Jewish 
world have proved again and agaim that cvery invest- 
ment in Eretz -Yisracl was an investment for the 
whole Jewish people. Apart from ali their war work, 
the Jews in Palestine had collected £1,400,000 for 
rescue work. 


The Only Promise that Counted 


Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz said that if they were 
going to have Erctz Yisracl|—and they were going to 
have it—then they were going to have it by forgetting 
ail the specious promises, the promise that 


‘they made to themselves, that they would fulfil the 


Divine promise of having that land as their own. 

Most promises had been broken, but a promise 
made to the Jewish people by those who undertook 
the resettlement in Palestine, that promise of 40 years 
ago, had been fuililied by the pioneers and dreamers 
whem Herzl gathered round him Palestine had 
fulfilled its promise and was fulhiling it to an ever- 
Such an extent of union as the 
whole Jewish world had shown wih regard to 
Palestine was a phenomenon unique in the whole 
recent history of the Jewish people 

Councillor ‘John D. Mack, M.P., said. that they 
were a second-class nation because they held no land 
adequately of their own. The petty jcalousies inside 
the Jewish community must be swept away i they 
were to make any progress. Eleven thousand four 
hundred square miles of land was not enough for the 
Jewish people in Palestine. They must look farther 
afield. They wanted the Transjordan and they must 
look to North Syria: the historical part of it at any 
rate belonged to the Jewish peopic 
+ Mrs. Pay Grove, Secretary of the Wizo, also spoke, 
and Mr. Morgenstern, moving a vote of thanks to 
the speakers, made an appeal for the U.P.A. They 
had reached £6,000 of the Willesden target of £25,000, 
he said.

IN THE WESTERN LIBERATED 
COUNTRIES 


Plight of Jews in France, Belgium, 


and Holland 


Capt. H. Kiepfisz, Jewish Chaplain to the First 
Armoured Division of the Polish Army on. the 
Western Front, told a meeting convened by the 
Federation of Polish Jews recently at the Bonning- 
ton Hotel, W.C., of the terrible plight of the Jews 
left im France, Belgium, and: Holland, after the 
German occupation. He made a passionate plea for 
Jews in this country to come to their relief. . 

He was eloquently supported by Major B. 
Davidson, who looks after the welfare of Polish 
Jewish soldiers im the British Forces, and who has 
also recently returned from Belgium, and was him- 
self an. eye-witness of the acute suffering of the 
populations of these liberated countries, 

Capt. Klepfisz recounted moving stories of . the 
rescue Of some Jews by their non-Jewish com- 
patriots, often at great sacrifice to careers and 
even lives. He told of the brotherhood and [friend- 


. liness amongst the Polish troops and indeed amongst 


all the liberating armies, and of the co-operation 
amongst the Chaplains of all denominations. Over 
S per cent of Polish Jewish soldiers on the Western 
Front had been killed and over 20 per cent wounded. 
_ Speaking of civilian Jews, he said that in France 
in some districts Jews had been rescued by their 
compatriots to a much greater extent than in others. 
Of Normandy and in and around Paris he had 
not very good news in this connection, but in Lyons 
there were about 50,000 Jews left. : 


Walloons—and Flemish 


So could Belgium be divided into two groups. 
The Walloons in and around Brussels sacrificed their 
very lives to save Jews; while the Flemish in the 
Antwerp district betrayed their Jewish fellow- 
citizens. The Archbishop of Ghent had saved 
many hives; so had the headmaster of a school. 
Dr. Hagman., The Chief of the Police in Ghent 
sacrificed his career and risked his life to rescue 
Jews. He had expressed his sorrow that he was 
unsuccessful in his attempt to save the Rabbi of 
Ghent—unfortunately he was recognised by the 
Gestapo. In Antwerp; conditions were quite 
different and consequently only a small percentage 
were left, and these were in terrible need of relief. 

In Holland they did not, of course. yet know 
what had happened in the large towns, but in the 
parts that had been liberated there were few Jews left. 
Conditions here had been worse. There had been 
many cojlaborators with the Germans. In one 
town they had held a service in the ruins of a 
Syn Here there were once one 
hundred families; now only thirty were left. Capt. 
Klepfisz drew attention to the position of many 
Jewish children in Belgium siill in churches and 
Christian homes. 

Major H. Melcer, the Senior Jewish Chaplain 
to the Polish Forces, paid a tribute to the work 
Capt. Klepfisz was doing amongst the troops on 
the Western Front, as did also Dr. M. Lachs, Wel- 
fare Officer, Dr. Serafinski said that 26 Jewish 
cadets of the Polish Army had been granted their 
commissions last week and many Jewish soldiers 
had received decorations on the battlefield. 


Mr. B. Margulies presided and Prof. H. Heitzman, 


of the Polish Government, was also present. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LOVE OF ZION 


HE concluding chapters of the Book of Genesis 
relate the closing scenes in the lives of Jacob 
and Joseph. Their careers had been very 

different. One had been born in Canaan and spent 
the majority of his years there. To use the modern 
term. he must be described as a Palestinian. But 
with Joseph it was otherwise. He had not been born 
in Canaan, and in his early youth he left the land © 
of his fathers perforce and never returned there 
during his lifetime. Almost the whole of his carce: 
had been connected with Egypt; his foriunes were 
bound up with that land: he had married one of 
its daughters and his children had been born and 
reared there. Consequently he should be regarded 
as more Egyptian than Palestinian. 

And yet, father and son were alike in their deep 
attachment td the land of promise. Their last 
thoughts and final wish were that they shouwld be 
buried in the soil of Canaan. Jacob appealed to 
Joseph, “ Do not bury me in Egypt “; let my body 
rest in the sepulchre of my father and grand{athec; 
Such a request was. natural from him, because ou! 
of the hundred and forty-seven years of the pai- 
riafch’s life. only the last seventeen had been spent 
in Egypt.. He felt himself to be an alien there. But 
surely we oughi to feel some surprise at the promise 
which Joseph exacted from his brothers, “ Carry up 
my bones from here" t6 Canaan. The total of his - 
years was a hundred and ten, and of these al! but 
the first seventeen had been passed in Egypt. Neve: 
theless he could not forget his racial origins. The 
thought of the land .of promise meant much to 
him. If he had been excluded trom there during 
the greater part of his life, he fervently longed to 
rest there in death. 


ENCE we see how early in our national history 
there existed this intense Chibbat Zion, love 
for the soil of Zion. It evidenced itself even before 
the Israelite people was formed. This attachment ‘o 
the Holy Land nourished the root from which 
Jewry has grown. Although Israel. was intended 
by God to be a kingdom of priests and a holy 
nalion—io constitute a spiritual realm, a theocracy 
~although the people was warned againsi indulging 
in imperahstic ambitions, the connection between 
and Zion has throughout been indivisible... For 
Jew and Gentile alike tts name-places are inex 
tricably bound up with events in Israel's history 
It provides the background of the greater part of 
the Bidlical literature. 

An exile of nineteen centuries has not severed the 
bonds which unite Palestine and Jewry. In the 
lands of dispersion the Jew turned in its direction 
at the time of prayer. References to it are many 
in the Hebrew liturgy Most eloquent in their testi- 
mony are the scenes still to be witnessed at the 
Kotel Maaravi,. the Western Wall in Jerusalem. 
which ts the only extant relic of the Temple. 
consists of many layers of huge boulders. The 
upper layers are rough; the lower are in part« 
smooth—made smooth by the kisses from the lin< 
of countless generations. of pious Jews and Jewesses 
who assembled there from all countries of the world 
and moistened the stones with their tears. Is there 
a paraliel to this pathetic clinging to a vestige of 
past national glory after such a lapse of time? And 
how many Jews, inspired by the example of Jacob 
and Joseph, have set out in old age for. the home- 
land of their people, so that their bones may be in- 
terred m soil which was holy to them! 


HAT was the meaning of such a journey? And 

, what was the fundamental purpose of Jacob's 
dying request and Joseph's? It expressed: thei: 
hope and belief in the future of their people. God 
had promised Canaan to Abraham's descendants. 
Jacob and Joseph testified to their conviction in the 
fuiiiment of that promise by identifying them- 
sclves with that land in their death. So wes it also 
with the stream of pilgrims who went ihere-to die; 
it was their profession of faith in the Jewish Pales- 
tine of the future. That indestructible faith in the 
future acted as a powerful preservative of Jewry 
in the dark ages of dispersion. The medieval Hebrew 
pocts-—Jehudah Halevi supreme among them— 
were most truly inspired when they sang of * Zion 
restored anew’; and to eliminate the allusions to the 
restoration of Zion from the Prayer-Book. as 
Reformers have done, is to remove the portions 
which are most characteristically Jewish 
_ Israel has remained faithful to the pledge made 
im the biter days of the Babylonian Captivity, “ If 
I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand 
forget her cunning; let my tongue cleave to my 
palate, if | remember thee not, if I set not Jeru- 
salem above my chiefest joy.” Out of sight has 
not been out of mind. A severance of nearly two 
thousand years has not induced forgetfulness. The 
love of Zion has, on the contrary, now blazed into 
a flame which warms and illumines -the whole o! 
the Jewish world. Ht provides. the only light of 
hope for the survivors of the shattered communities 
of the Continent. By a true instinct the large 
majority of refugees in Italy declined the offer of 
Italian citiggnship and expressed their longing to 
settle in Eretz Yisrael. 

The understanding Jew is no longer conienied 
with expedients and sees the final solution of his 
personal problem only in the land of his ancestors. 
As with the individual, so with Jewry at large: 
its problem, too. has no ultimate solution except 
in a national revival in the ancient homeland. That 
conviction has been deepened by the catastrophic 
events of the présent. Love of Zion is for us to-day 
as ever in the past the source of hope in the future.

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FUNDS 


AS will be seen from a communiqué published in this issue, 
the Central British Fund for Jewish Relicf and Rehabilita- 
tion is about to launch an appeal for £1,000,000. This 
body originally functioned as the Fund for German Jewish 


Refugees, and in that capacity rendered invaluable service , 


during a long and critical period. As events developed and 
circumstances changed, its activities were obliged to 
embrace, unfortunately, even wider areas of suflering and 
want: unti) to-day they are fairly symbolised by its. present 
title, which plainly indicates that it is out to do specifically 
for Jews that additional but vital Jewish relief work which 
Unrra cannot be expected to perform. 

Of the very great need for such activity there can be no 
question. The despoiled and hungry remnants of Con- 
tinental Jewry are in desperate need of Synagogues and 
schools, and as urgently almost as of food. They are in 
desperate need to rebuild spiritually as well as physically. 
And even in the matter of sheer physical sustenance, pre- 
eminently a matter for Unrra’s competence, the Jewish 
position may well call for urgent special consideration. 
There may still, we hope, be communities to rescue where 
splendid faithfulness to their religion compels ten 
to risk their lives rather than assault the dietary laws. A 
little while ago a Jewish Chaplain in North Africa was 
sent an urgent call by a British medical officer to come to 
a certain small town where, he said, the local Jewish com- 
munity was in danger of succumbing e masse to the 
ravages of typhus because Of its resolute refusal to cat the 
non-kasher meat available. The Chaplain begged and argued 
and pleaded, but the community still refused, and the pro- 
portion of deaths was tragically high. As Jews, we cannot 
fail to do all-in our power for brethren such as these 
so sturdy in their faith. But for this: and all the 
other specifically Jewish requirements large sums will be 
necessary, to which British Jewry must assuredly contribute 
its due share. 

The question is, what, in the circumstances, ts us 
“due” share. Looking at the great procession of 
demands for Jewish philanthropy, for money support, 
as they come along, treading one on the heels of 
another, one is almost driven to the conclusion that the 
“due” share of British Jewry to any further calls would 
be exceedingly. difficult to assess. Having last year claimed 
£1.000,000, the U.P.A. is now getting ready to serve a fresh 
demand on. the community in two or three months for 
another million, the figure being apparently contemplated 
as an annual one. And who would question the paramount 
importance of supplying Zionism with the funds i 
urgently needs? But, over and beyond these demands 
whose validity is unquestioned, Anglo-Jewry is tapped by 
other organisations for funds for work abroad, cach 
making out a cogent case for their collections. We are 
promised, for example, an early visit from DR. STEPHEN 
WISE, now engaged in a million-pound drive for the relict 
work- his World Jewish Congress is proposing to under- 
take on its own on the Continent-—quite a new departure, 
incidentally, for the Congress, and one in trumpeted rivalry 
with the American Joint Distribution Committee, whose 
vast labours and enormous expenditure among stricken 
European Jewry have been of outstanding value and dis- 
tinction ever since the last war. Mercifully, British Jewry 
has only been “ put down” for one-fifth of the total sum 
for which the W.J.C. proposes to call—a mere bagatelle of 
£200,000. But By the time all these appeals have been 
launched, and driven home with all the familiar vehemence, 
this community may well be sore in pocket, if not in the 
head. Where, then, it may be asked, does British Jewry 
come in in all this? 1 

Anglo-Jewry has its own vital needs and duties. There is, 
for instance, its paramount requirement of. some sort of 
adequate Jewish education, a need which was never more 
shockingly in evidence than now. Until this very day 
this essential has been a beggar at the door of the Jewish 
treasury. Even the well-named Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee for Jewish Education has been consistently con- 
demned to work half-starved and in continual financial 
want. Or take Jews’ College, whose budget, if it is properly 
to perform its work, has been competently appraised at 
£20,000 a year or, let us say, £500,000 if translated into 
an adequate capital fund. It is a disgraceful fact that if 
the Council of the College came along with a request for 
£500,000 for this purpose, the community would be stunned 
by its seeming audacity and would point-blank refuse to 
believe that any such sum was mecessary. Yet Jewish 
education is the very life’s breath of Judaism. It is the 
palpably plain condition of Anglo-Jewry’s future existence, 
and if present attitudes of neglect continue this com- 
‘munity will rush headlong into disaster. For make no 
mistake, there is no gentle Lethe into which a once important 
Jewish community can sink and forget its Jewishness and 
its Judaism. That is not the way the mechanism of +istory 
is consirucied for us Jews. The road of Jewish oblivion, 
of neglect of Judaism and of Jewish education, leads to 
conditions in which the greatest premium is placed on anti- 


Semiticom. The simple bon niot of Louis Marshall still 
stands true, “the best cure for ant#Judaism is more 
Judaism.” But there can only be one way to stronger and 
more active Jewish religion, and that way is by Jewish 
education. 

How can Jewish education be fostered and made a live, 
vigorous thing if the communal resources are drained for 
other tasks? Or for that, how can the recent call of the 
Jewish Hospitality Committee—surely a most obvious duty, 
to negiect which would invite the deserved astonishment 
and contempt of our non-Jewish neighbours——be satis- 
factorily answered? And what must be the action of all 
these dernands on other domestic causes which cry aloud for 
help, the cause of the aged and the blind, for exampie— 
the latter, in particular, with its long-cherished and long- 
deferred wish to build for the Jewish sightless a worthy 
home? 

Be it borne in mind that there is coming, very soon after 
the war, a period in which money for this or that cause 
will no longer flow with anything like liberality. Though 
the need for goods will be so great that with sane financial 
direction the country should have nothing like a slump, 
yet there will be such demands and opportunities for 
money, so much will be wanted to finance the heavy turn- 
over from war to peace conditions, that the “ appeals ” and 
funds will inevitably encounter a very lean time. Most, if 
not all, authorities contend that we shall have this result, 
with a heavy decline in charity and public fund-giving, and 
some even detect already the beginning of that process. 

How will British Jewry, its institutions, its causes, its 
powers of survival, fare in that situation? This question 
clearly demands most serious consideration. For Anglo- 
Jewry is Jewishly sick, even dying before our cyes, as some 
experienced observers believe, declining, that ts to say, into 
that state of Jewish atrophy which in fact represents the 
greatest peril for those people whom such a condition pro- 
duces—nothingarians or new Christians of Jewish origin. 
The lessons of Spain and Germany are still ringing in the 
ears of those who have the sense to hear. Some may stop 
their ears, in the crazy belief that whether British Jewry 


succumbs or not ts a matter of no consequence. Zionism, 


in their view, is. the only thing that counts. bet the galut 
perish, so long as the Yishuv thrives! But is it not probable 
that there is no surer way, at least for the next hundred 
years, of destroying the Yishuv. than by permitting the 
destruction of important sections of the galut? Could the 


Zionist cause, in the eyes of the Mandatory Power, benefit 


from the virtual. disintegration of British Jewry? And it 
must be realised, as suggested above, that a communal 
corpse can be as obnoxious as a decomposing individual. 

In all these circumstances, the time has come. for an 
earnest and early review of the whole communal position 
in. relation to public appeals. It would seem hopeless to 
expect an all-round understanding between the various 
appellants, which would guarantee the equitable apportion- 
ment of resources on a carefully planned principle of 
requirements. But such a scheme may have to be devised, 
some scheme of priorities, whereby the success of im- 


portant public undertakings is not rendered dependent on 


the skill ‘or luck attending it in the great scramble for funds. 
It is to be considered whether there is sufficient cohesion 
left in the community for such a system of priorities to be 
organised, or whether the question of selecting and allotting 
priorities must be left for individuals to work out for them- 
selves under the influence of a kind of accumulating public 
opinion on the matter. In any case, necessity demands an 
‘end to the present scramble; and respect for Jewish needs, 
in their widest character, enforces that demand. Somehow 
or Other.order will have to be brought out of chaos. Let 
us hope it will not have to come as in so many affairs of 
humanity only after the experiente of disaster. 


THE NAZI AND THE HISTORIAN 


Ir anything could reveal in grim dramatic form the pro- 
found war of ideals which lies under and at the root of the 
present world conflict, it was the account printed in last week's 
Jewish CHronicce of the murder by the Nazis of the 82-year- 
old historian, Professor Simon Dubnoyv. Although this tragedy 
was enacted three years ago, the full details have only just 
been pieced together from the evidence of witnesses, some 
of whom had comparatively recently escaped from Nazi 
clutches... As though to emphasise the degradation of. the 
human spirit for which Nazism and Fascism stand, the creature 
who was Professor Dubnov's gaoler and executioner was a 
man who had had the opportunities of education to help him 
to a full choice between the decencies and humanity, for which 
the Professor stood, and the filthy negation of every ideal of 
modern civilisation represented in the Nazi creed. This par- 
ticular Nazi, Johann Siebert, described by the Russian Captain 
who has assembled the evidence as “an educated executioner.” 
will go down in history merely for his execrated act of butchery 
on a great and brave old man whose life was devoted to truth 
as surely as Siebert's masters’ have been to lying, cheating, 
and chicanery, This Siebert, microcosm of the whole beastly 
mass of human degeneration expressed in Fascism. little knew 
the significance of his remarks when he jeered at Dubnovw's 
former pleas for Jewish equality and snecringly told him that 
he had got it—-in the equal number of Jewish and Russian 
prisoners who had been butchered a few days previously in 
a near-by wood. The Jewish people have never had to ask 
for equality in suffering, though such a plea might often have 
been justified from a people who have had so much more than 


- their share. But the Nazi butcher's words should ring in the 
ears of all men who care for human decency, for justice, and 


for those things which raise men above the jungle, reminding 
them .of. the moral peril of denying to the Jew that equality 
in all respects, the withholding of which has been seen, 
historically, to be the unfailing forerunner of human disaster. 


AN INTERNATIONAL CRIME 


THe news contained in an article in an information bulletin 
published by the Russidn Embassy in Washington that hence- 
forwatd Russia will no longer regard anti-Semitic activities 
in other countries as only the internal concern of the countries 
themselves, is of very great importance. It is true, of course, 
that the statement is contained in a signed article; but the 
author, Professor Vladimir Komarov—a non-Jew, it should be 
noted—holds one of the most important academic offices in 
Russia, the Presidency of the Russian Academy of Sciences, and 
it is impossible to believe that a man of international standing 
and of such responsibility would permit himself to make so 
categorical a statement if it were merely his personal surmise. 
The fact seems then to be that, not for the first time, the 
Russian statesmen have seen things clearer than their colleague: 
elsewhere. They have subjected the anti-Semitic plague to a 
searching and ruthless analysis in which no fact about this pes 
has been shirked and no feature overlooked. It has thus been 
brought home to them—what has been pointed out for year, 
in these columns—that, in the first place, anti-Semitism is fa; 
more a problem for non-Jews than for Jews, and secondly 
that, like many other physical and moral ilinesses, it is no 
respecter of boundaries, neither directly nor in its secondary 
effects. When many vears ago the phrase “the anti-Semitic 
international was first used in these columns to denote tha: 
loose world-wide association of Jew-haters, there were some 
of our readers who protested that we had bestowed a title 
which suggested importance and influence far in excess of the 
facts. That was many vears ago: and it is doubtful if those 
same objectors would seek to sustain that view to-day. 


Now it seems that the Russians, perceiving clearly the ghasi\, 
effects everywhere of anti-Semitism anywhere, are determined 
to place this disease in its proper category, amongst inter- 
national plagues—like typhus, cholera, the white slave and 
drug traffics, etc.—which are all nations’ concern wherever 
they crop up. In the light of the growing determination of 
the United Nations to set up active and powerfully armed 
machinery to root out the seeds of aggression if possible before 
ihey can sprout, it is understandable that considerations of 
anti-Semitism should be involved. It* would be one of the 
unexpected ironies of history if, while our lawyers were tying 
themselves up in knots over the nice legal difficulties which 
can be raised against enacting a law of community libel, and 
our more timid leaders were flying to the rescue of the people of 
Britain to defend their liberties in this respect-——even though the 
price of this particular liberty to harbour anti-Semitism be 
another war like the present-—the decision should be taken above 
all their heads, by international agreement, to make anti- 
Semitism, like murder, an international crime. 


RELIGIOUS PROPAGANDA 


IN our entertainments column this week there appears a 
paragraph dealing with the use hy the Church of the film 
as @ medium for propaganda. The particular item dealt with 
was a short film, “ A Message from Canterbury.” It included 
a brief religious address from the late and lamented Archbishop 
femple, one of the best friends of the Jewish people ever 
to be numbered among the Anglican clergy. Christianity being 
essentially a proselytising religion, it is certainly logical for 
a Christian body to pursue methods of religious propaganda, 
and since the Church of England, like all religious bodies to-day. 
is under the challenge of the times, it is only reasonable that 
it should employ the most up-to-date media, including the 
talking-film. The other great modern means of propaganda is, 
of course, the radio, and here Christian propaganda is exten- 
sively served, as listeners, especially at this time of the year. 
cannot help observing. The question arises of the position of 
the Jewish religion, which, while most decidedly not a prosel)- 
ising religion, has its members and more particularly its sus- 
ceptible young people and children subject to the powerful! 
influences of another if daughter faith brought to bear upon 
them in this pervasive way. In the crude old days of Christian 
missionary activities amongst Jews, the community bestirred 
itself to safeguard the Judaism of its weaker members lest. 2s 
the saying then was, the missionaries should succeed in turning 
bad Jews into worse Christians. To-day little thought seems 
to have been devoted to—let alone action devised against— 
the mass of dejudaising influences at work especially upon our 
youth. A very particular aspect of the matter is that, quite 
apart from the relatively tiny number of Jews who may be 
positively influenced by Christian propaganda, there are ver) 
many more whose Judaism is seriously weakened, without any 
effect such as Christian missionaries might welcome. This whole 
question cries out for careful study. Attention has been drawn 
to it more than once before in 4hese columns; but neither our 
lay nor our religious heads seem willing to engage it, and 
tha®in itself is an ominous sign. 


CLASH OF PFRSONALITIES . 


THe quarrel which has been simmering for a long time between 
the Joint Chairmen of the American Zionist Emergency Counc! 
flared up last week and resulted in both tendering their resigna- 
tion. The Council, which was formed in 1939, with the principa!

Stephen Wise and Abba Hillel Silver, are rival claimants ‘0 
glory in the fields of rhetoric, and prima donnas of all kinds are 
notoriously temperamental. The message of Dr. Wise, on "1's 
resignation, reveals no more of the true cause of the trouble 
than any typical diplomatic statement. At the bottom of it all, 
we may be sure, is the difference of personalities: the mercutial. 
unpredictable, quick-witied Wise, temperamentally 150 per cen! 
American, and the rugged, rough-tempered, utierly honest 
often blundering, but 150 per cent Jewish Hillel Silver.

LORD NATHAN DISCUSSES 

| THE DEPUTIES 

Board Should be “ Representative 
and Effective” 


DELEGATES FROM COMMUNAL 
COUNCILS 


A special meeting of the Council of Manchester 


and Salford Jews was bekd last week to hear an 
address by Lord Nathan of Chort. Councillor A. 
Moss. J.P... presided. 

Lord Nathan said he had long been dissatisfied 
with the Board of Deputies in its present form. In 
ms place we must have a democratic organisation, 


representative of Anglo-Jewry. He believed that 
the Manchester community, with its Communal 
Council, was pointing out tie right way to the 


solution of the probiem. For onc thing, the Board, 
consisting of 300 to 400 men from all parts of the 
country, was too large. It consisied too much of 
individuals and too little of representatives. 
real technical problem was to make ul representative 
and at the same time effective 

Assuming the whole country were divided into 
bodies modelicd on the Manchester Communal! 
Council and functioning on similar lincs, Lord Nathan 
said, these bodics would meet irequently to discuss 
things <a! local importance and would give an open- 
img to everyone, including the young men, who m 
the beginning of their careers could not be expected 
to attend committee méctings held in the middle of 
the afternoon on weekdays. . Neither could older 
members. who were working m a profession or 
business, be expected to do that, and the holding of 
such mectings at 4.350 p.m. amounted to a denial 
of the principles of democracy. It was not possibile to 
get the best men, men with experience, unless il was 
made possible for them to attend to -the affairs ol 
the community without sacrificing their own careers 

He believed. said the speaker. mn building upon the 
oki foundations, and he suggested reconstituting 
the Board on the basis of- these communal councils 
covering, a¢ he envisaged, the whole country. Each 
of those councils would be entitled to send a certain 
number of delegates, a seleciion of the already 
selected, the best of those who had already proved 
their worth in work for the community. Deputies 
then would not be representatives of pertiaps an 
obscure Synagogue or small organsation, they would 
be representative of the collective will of their areca 
community As it stood now, the infimence of 


The 


members of the Board of Deputies depended — on 
the personality of the member himscif. While a 
Member of Parliament derived authority from the 
fact that he had been elected to that assembly, to be 
a member of the Board of Deputies meant nothing 
to the outside world. 

The Angio-Jewish Association consisted of many 
representative Jews, thought of in Government and 
outside circles as representatives of Jewry. The 
word of one man thought to be a representative Jew 
might have more weight than the views of really 
representative Jewry. it had to be tried, therclore, 
to bring all Jews of goodwill into one representative 
body. recognised within and, what was more im- 
portant, outside the community, as the voice of 
Aagio-Jewry 

Summing up, Lord Nathan said he had expressed 
some ideas that had been in his mind, that he wanted 
to throw iato the common pool of thought for dis- 
cussion. The objective was to bring all Jews together 
into the same body, based on the foundations of the 
Board of Deputies, making it really democratic, 
giving a fair chance to everyone and due respect to 
proven leaders n fact, to create an organ that had 
confidence in itself atid commanded the confidence 
of the pubtic 


Approaching Government Departments 


Several questioners pointed out that individuals or 
separate bodies might stul want to approach official 
departments on thew own and to make their influence 
fed Io this Lord Nathan replied that of course 
they could not be prevented from doing so. But 
everything depended on what amount of aticntion 
they could get. A Board of Deputies really com- 
prising the whole of Anglo-Jewry would undoubtedls 
be listened to by Government Departments 

The question of funds was also raised, and Lord 
Nathan explained that the Jewish community would 
have to pay for us right to be represented and that 
for the smooth functioning a small but highly quali- 
fied “ Civil Service ” would be essential. 

Councillor Lever moved a vote of thanks to Lord 
Nathan, who had done, he said, a great public service 
in putting these matters before them. The repre- 
sentation of the Board in the past had rested not so 
much on ability as on ability to pay. They had now 
to make democratk

CHRISTIAN-JEWISH ACCORD 
Information as Cure for Anti-Semitism 


Anti-Semitism had its roots in ignorance, its fruits 
were hatred and cruelty, and if they did not stifle 
it it would choke them—so declared Mrs. Wingate, 
widow of Major-General Orde Charles Wingate, 
when she gave an address entitled “Jews and 
Christians—the Road Home,” at-a mecting in Cran- 
ston’s Tea-rooms, Glasgow, organised under the 
joint auspices of the Church of Scotland and the 
Glasgow Jewish Representative Counc). 

There could be no proper approach to the problem 
which’ did not make as one of its first essential 
objects the better information of the man-in-the- 
street, said Mrs, Wingate 

She spoke of a “ conspiracy of silence * about. the 
Jewish contribution to the cause of the Unried 
Nations, and gave figures to illustrate that contribu- 
tion in general, and the efforts of the Jews of Pates- 
tine in partucular 

There was, said the speaker, a movement on foot, 
sponsored by the Church of Scotland, to establish 
an advisory council of Christians and Jews, which 
would arrange meetings and forums at which dis-

“PALESTINE A JEWISH 
DOMINION” 


Lord Strabolgi in Leeds 
CROWDED PUBLIC MEETING 


Lord Straboigi, President of the Jewish Dominion 
of Palestine League, addressed a crowded public 
meeting at the Jubilee Hall, Leeds, on Wednesda, 
in last week on “ Palestine as a Jewish Dominion.” 

Dr.'Aron Cohen, who presided, introduced Lord 
Strabolgi as a true and sincere friend of the Jewish 


reed Strabolpi, after referring to the situation in 
Greece, said that on the narrowest grounds a) 
Imperial strategy the whole British Commonweal); 
had vital interests in Palestine. It was as necessary 
to have a friendly population in Palestine—or ever 
more so—as it was in Greece. When the Germans 
held all Greece and the Greek islands, we could s' ||| 
use tbe Suez Canal and the great air routes to the 
East Via Palestine ; but if the Fascists and Nazis had 
got to Palestine, our life lines to the Pacific and India 
would have been endangered. We had departed. 
from our pledges in the feeble days of appeasemen: 
before. the present war, but now we were strong 
materially and spiritually, and there was no cxcux 
for a weak policy Presidefit Roosevelt and 
Governor Dewey had both pledged their respective 


» parties during the American clections to the prin 


ciple of a Jewish Commonwealth. We were bound 
by solemn treaty to further this policy. 


Removing Arab Apprehensions 


Lord Straboigi said he believed that the admission 
of Palestine to the British Empire as a self-governing 
Dominion was the best wey to remove Arab appre. 
hensions He referred to. the honest Arabs who 
traded and worked in Palestine, and not to agitato 
and former agents of the Axis Powers. The working 
Arabs living in Palestme had benefited enormous’, 
in the last 24 years by the increased prosperity o! 
Palestine. The younger Arabs particularly now had 
a European outiook and a European standard o! 
living. A small State like Palestine could not stanc 
alone in the world whether it had an Arab or Jewis! 
majority. The so-called independence of Egypt and 
Iraq was fictitious, The British Empire might hav« 
faults, but it was the only rea} exaniple of collective 
security we had had yet. Hitler had undoubtedly 
succeeded in increasing anti-Semitism in man) 
countries. Lord Straboigi believed the Dominio 
solation for Palestine would do more than anythihe 
else to break down this prejudice and suspicion

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OBITUARY 


MR. HARRY DAGUT 


The death occurred last week, at the age of 58, of 
Mr. Harry Dagut, Jewinsh House Master and Semor 
English Master at Perse House School, Cambridge. 

Mr. Dagut was held in great affection and esteem 
by a large number of Jewish University students, to 
whom he acted as howt and guide. 4fe gave valuable 
help at the Summer Schools of the Inter-Univer- 
sity Jewish Federation, and in the general develop- 
ment of the Federation, particularly in promoting 
co-operation between it and the representative and 
educational organisations of the community 

Mr..Dagut was a son of the late Rabbi M. B 
Dagutsky, and was a brother-in-law of Sir Leon 
Semon. He is survived by a widow, son, and 
daughter. 

Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone writes, in a tribute 
that Mr. Dagut “inherited in large measure the fine 
qualities of heart and mind of his saintly father 
His intellectual gifts were outstanding, and he was 
kindness personified.’ 


MR. ALBERT MYERS 


Mr. Albert Isaac Myers. who died last weck. was 
a well-known London bookseller and was Chairman 
of the Brondesbury Synagogue Hebrew and Reliaton 
( lasses for 15 years. He was a member of the com- 
mittees of the Jewish Free Reading Room, the Jewish

1938 and 1939 the deceased was instrumental! im 
bringing to this country a number of Jewish 
Contmental booksellers

MR. AUBREY SILVER, M.B.E. 


The death occurred in Jerusalem recently, at the 
age of SO. of Capt. Aubrey Harris Silver, M.B.1I 
Director of Music of the Palcstine Police, who first 
formed its band in 1921 

Mr. Silver, who was born in London, became a 
bandmaster at the carly age of 18. He joined up at 
the outbreak of the last war and was later posted 
to the 39th Royal Fusthers as muskeiry imstructor 
He was entrusted alterwards the task ol 
forming iis band 

At the end of the war. Mr. Silver. who had 
marricd a nicce of the Rev. Isaiah Raflalevich. 
settled m Eretz Yisrac!. where he jomned the Palestine 
Polhoe Force as its first and, unul to-day, only 
bandmaster. He gave valuable services when placed 
in charge of pole arrangements m the Jewish 
guarter of the Old City of Jerusalem in the 1929 
disturbances and during later periods of unrest.

THE JEWISH DETAINEES 
IN MAURITIUS 


By ALBERT M. HYAMSON 


The Government of Mauritius is accustomed to 
publish half-yearly reports on the condition of the 
refugees who are detained in that island, after having 
been refused admittance to Palestine. The latest of 
these reports to be received covers the half-year that 
ended in September, 1943. A number of the 
detainees were released in the course of the period 
with which the report deals, and still others would 
have left if the Czechoslovak Government had not 
cancelled its request for release in order to enter 
the Czechoslovak army of 42 of their nationals. 
These 42 were offered, as an alternative, admission 
to the British Pioneer Corps, but this they refused. 
At the end of September there were 1,422 inmates 
of the-camp—729 men, 611 women, and 82 children. 
There were 12 births and one atill-birth in the 
camp during the six months (for the subsequent halt- 
year about 30 were expected), 57 marriages (six 
religious, 51 cavil), and 17 deaths, of which 10 were 
of persons over 60. . 

¢ health of the inmates of the camp remained 
excellent, the only serious illness being malaria, 
whose incidence falls year by year. This 1s reflected 
in the medical examinaffons of inmates for admis- 
sion to the British Army—the 41 Austrians examined 


during the half-year being all passed Al. In respect — 


of medical services, the camp is especially well 
served. Not only is there a hospital with 200 beds, 
with specia! isolation and maternity accommodation 
in addition, but the camp includes among its inmates 
a relatively large number of medical and surgical! 
specialists’ 

For a long time detention in the camp was only 
nominal and partial, the inmates being free to visit 
all parts of the island on parole. Later, however, 
military exigencies rendered this amount of liberty 
impracticable and, as an alternative, parties were 
sent to the sea in Government transport daily for 
bathing and relaxation. In addition, a seaside camp, 
equipped for a number of games and wih wirciess 
connection with all parts of the world, has been 
established. In this and its surroundings al? Inmates 
of the camp are free to spend a week. The gencral 
buildings mclude two Synagogues, one for the 
Orthodox Jews, the other for the Liberals. The 


question of kashrut is overcome by the supply of 


kasher meat to all the inmates. Christian. of whom 
there are a few. as well as Jewish. There were four 
Barmitzvahs and eight circumcissons during the halt- 


year. 
Employment and Training 


The need for occupation for the inmates is recog- 
nised. and all who desire and are capable of employ- 
ment are given it, wherever possible at thei own 
trades or professions, which cover a wide range. 
In addition, motor repair workshops have been 
opened, in which some 200 artisans are employed in 
repairing, ctc.. Government transport. Advantage 
has been taken of the opportunity to train some of 
the boys in. motor engineering. About 15 per cent 
of the population of the camp is employed in making 
toys, Vienna goods, tortoiseshell goods, brushes, 
etc. Others make underciothing. jiams.:etc. The 
jam is taken entirely by the Forces. The other goods 
are sold to islanders or exported to South Africa. 
These workers charge their own prices for their 
products, the Island authorities advancing the capital 
required tor the purchase of raw material. Workers 
in the Government workshops and“on camp duties 
receive wages at the rates current in the Island. The 
profit on the fruit and vegetables grown which 
exceed the requirements of the camp goes to the 
camp welfare fund. 

The foregoing paragraph deals with the economic 
activities. There is another range which may be 
termed cultural. There is an education system 
which begins with nursery schools for chifdren of 
two years upwards up to evening classes, at which 
the regular lecturers included the Bishop of 
Mauritius, the Government Director of Education, 
the Principal of the Government Training College. 
and other prominent members of the British and 
French communities. In the schools, trades and 
the arts, as well as the usual subjects are taught, and, 
of course, Hebrew and English occupy a prominent 
place in the curriculum. Some of the inmates of 
the camp have private pupils from outside. 

Other cultural activities and amenities include a 
debating society, libraries with special children’s 
and Zionist sections, a regular supply of newspapers 
in English and other languages, Globe-Reuter news, 
and radio news, music, etc. There are also Boy 
Scout and Girl Guide companies, including summer 
camps. The camp dance band p.ays frequently at 
functions outside 

The camp is, of course, under the administration 
of the locai government, but there is a non-official 
visiting Committee which has access to it at all times 
whose members are always available to the 
mmates. The camp welfare fund. which is main- 
tained from a variety of sources, provides pocket- 
money for those inmates who are unable to earn, 
sporting outitts and equipment, books, musical 
mstruments, etc. Gifts have also been received from 
the Jewish community of South Africa. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF THE SITUATION

Although 
Gertier ts not of the. stature of Matrsse, Gertler in 
England has done much to manta that heht. Once 
having seen a group of Gertler’s later pictures, our 
awareness of strong colour is more highly pitched 
than ever before. 

Gertier's weakness is the one shared by mian) 
modern painters—the lack of subject-matter—but 
his semi-absiraction in form and colour is imprinied 
on ones memory. A good draughtsman, a fine 
designer, an cnergetic artist, and a magnificent 
colourist-—these qualities are necessary to build up 
a great artist, Gertler had them—the died too soon 
to realise his potentialitics to the full, which is 
indeed tragic.

CHANUCAH SERVICES 
Military and Youth 


Chanucah celebrations in the traditional manner 
were hekl in all congregations during the festival, 
many including military services, while others con- 
centrated on youth and children’s services. Reports 
of a few representative celebrations follow. 

The chief Chanucah military service. organised 
by the Jewish Hospitality Committee and the Jewish 
War-Services Commitice, for Jewih members of 
H.M._ and Allied Forces, was held at the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue, London 

The service was conducted by Flight Lieutenant 


J. Gottlieb, R.A. (who kindled the Chénucah 
hghtts): Captain M. Arruas, Chaplain, French 
Forces; S/Leader J. Eisen, Chaplain, R CA-F.: 
ficut. A. Kraus, Chaplain, Crechosiowak Forces: 
Major S. Gershon Levi. Senior Jewish Chaplain. 
Canadiarr Forces; Chaplain Max J. Routtenberg. 
U.S. Porces and the Rev. Leslie 1. Edgar. who 
pronounced the pricsily benediction and gave the 
sermon 


Mr. Edgar said that this Chanucah was a specially 
memorabie one, for the first time for several years 
Chanucah lights were bemy kindled, publicly, thank- 
fully, joyously m countries whach had been liberated 
from tyranny. 

The Maccabearns had int a light which had never 
gone right out throughout the centuries. The Macca- 
beans proved once and for all, beyond al! possrbility 
of doubt or question, that men who fight for their 
freedom, for the right to be loyal to what they 
believe to oc good and truc,. that men who fight not 
merely ior themse,/es but for God and for God's 
law, such men need never fear. They would always 
ine end. 


Civic Services 


The Chanucah service at the New West End 
Synagogue was also a civic service, at which the 
Mayor of Paddingion (Aiderman Frederick 
Lawrence, J.P.), who is a member of the Synagogue. 
attended m civic state, accompanied by the. Mayoress., 
Deputy Mayor, Past. Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Councillors, and the Town Clerk The officiating 
Ministers were the Rev... Levine the Rev. I 

The address was given by Mr. Levine. and in the 
course of it he «aid that the festival, dating back 
more than 2,000 vears, was the first protest agamst 
geligious persecution and intolerance; it marked a 
Stage yn world progress; had not the handful of 
Maccabees made their determined stand against the 
threat of absorption by the dominatme Greek 
culture the whole fabric of monotheism would have 
disappeared and not onty Judaism but the Christian 
faith, too would have died stillborn 

Phe church owed tts debt to those heroes, but not 
till the world learned the value of toleration could 
that debt be paid. “Luip-service to the tencts of one’s 
faith was too rife in our world of trouble, and what 
we sought to-day was & practical demonstration of 
religion with its claim to regulate life and its 
insistence upon the elementary truths of the Father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of man. The 
world would find, if it tried to find, that love and 
mutual co-operation on the part of all denomimations 
were more powerful to affect the peace than all the 
artifcial barriers which we were fighting to destroy. 

Among other services honoured by the attendance 
of the hiehest civic dignitaries was that for the Forces 
in Nottingham, ‘when the Lord Mayor and Sheriff” 
and their ladies were present. In Derby the local 
service was attended by the Mayor and Mayoress 
and the Deputy Mayor. 


Youth Clubs Combine 


A Chanucah Service for youth, conducted entirely 
by youth, was held at the Beatrice Girls’ Club, 75, 
Lancaster Road, London, W.11. [t was the first 
combined effort of such a nature in the history of 
youth clubs of West London and was originally 
sponsored by the Notting Hill Jewish Lads’ Club. 
Youth organisations combining in the function were 
the Beatrice Girls, Notting Hill Jewish Lads, West 
London Jewish Youth, West London Habonim, and 
the Solomon Wolfson Jewish School (seniors). 
Those taking part were Hettie Essex, Geoffrey Gross 
Gerald Kassel, Cyril White, Stella Horowitz, and 
the Rev. S. Black. 

Frances Hart and Bernard Seal delivered addresses 
on the meaning of and the lessons to be learnt from 
Chanucah and the Maccabees. 

The London Propaganda Committee of the 
Federation of Women Zionists arranged a celebra- 
tion at the Anglo-Palestinian Club. It took the form 
of a Pageant of Lights, directed by Mrs. Tina Bloch, 
the script of which was written by Miss B. Gudan- 
sky. Candles were lit to the women of Wizo branches 
all over the world, and one was lit “ to the countless 
thousands of their sisters who had made the supreme 
sacrifice in Europe. 

The kindling of Chanucah lights was done by the 
Rev. D. Kucewicki. 


“ YOUNG PEOPLE FROM OCCUPIED 
COUNTRIES ” 


For some time past a movement has been on foot 
to offer temporary hospitality in this country to 
children from fiberated territories. The Reception 
Committee, Young People from Occupied Countries, 
has the support of most of the Allied Governments, 
especially the Royal Netherlands Government. The 
Committee is arranging for groups of children to 
spend a short holiday in homes in this country. It 
is hoped, in this way, to provide the children with 
at least some chance of starting on their path to 
recuperation from the terrible experiences which 
they have been through.
